The sermon of the morning, deliv­ 
ered by the pastor, Rev. A. W. Ko- 
kendoffer, was on “The Teachings of 
Jesus and the Church.” 
Texts: ‘‘Up­ 
on this Rock I will build my church” 
and ‘‘C hrist loved the church and 
gave himself for it.” 
The discourse 
was prefaced with the statem ent that 
the sentim ent wag abroad that the 
church was not a true exponent of 
the teachings of Jesus; 
that 
God 
spake in times past by the prophets, 
Inter by His Son, today through His 
church, but that the song of redemp­ 
tion as taught by Jesus and practiced 
by His church were not pitched in 
the game key, hence 
discord 
pre­ 
vailed. 
So some had gotten the mo­ 
nopoly of the church and others had 
tossed the whole system overboard. 
These issues suggested the sermon. 
First, what were the differences or 
alleged grounds of disapproval.

Then the church ab­ 
sorbs its contributions 
upon 
itself 
and missions outside its own town or
